Claims 1,4-6, 8, and 11-14 are rejected under 35 USC 112 as not enabled. 

The amendment to the claims are acknowledged, but are not found persuasive. The issue is the final product. In instant claim 1 , the final 
product is "a metal complex." The term "a metal complex" appears twice in claim 1. It appears in line 1 on page 2 and line 10 of page 3. 
This is confusing because dependent claims refer to "the metal complex of claim 1 ," but we do not know which metal complex those claims 
are referring. 

It is suggested that the second metal complex on page 3 be converted to "the metal complex" and the structure of formula (I) on page 3 be 
inserted after the appearance of the first metal complex in line 1 to correct the confusion. 

In addition, the claims are not enabled for all metal complexes. To correct the enablement issue, the metal complex at it's first appeaance 
in line 1 should be defined to those metal complexes that are enabled, i.e. the compound of formula (I). 
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
